A Lelter From Montana. 


E d ito rs D ispatch: 
It b us b een 
ab out fourteen months since 1 left 
Brainerd, and as tin., is Thanksgiving 
I will take the opportunity of letting 
you and my Bramerd friends hear 
from me. 
The new state of Montana 
is a great one, b oth as to mineral pro­ 
ducts, farming interests and the manu­ 
facturing of lumb er. 
Much of the 
land is yet unsettled b ut is fast b eing 
taken. 
Butte City, with its 30,000 
population, is the largest in the stab 1, 
and is also tlx* greatest mining city 
in the world. 
I 'In* dense smoke rising 
from the smelters make it very dis­ 
agreeab le and at times it is imiossib le 
to see who you are passing on the 
streets. 
This necessarily makes it 
unhealthy. 
It has seven railroads, 
and is adjacent to the great mines 
known as the Anaconda, St. Lawrence, 
Butte and Boston, Boston and Mon­ 
tana and Lexington, some of which 
are down 1400 feet under ground, the 
ore b eing hoisted b y machinery, which 
rises 100 foot a second. The city is 
5,800 feet ab ove the level of the sea. 
Among the handsome b uildings is the 
court house, which cost $150,000, b uilt 
of cut granite and finished in hard 
wood, tin* windows all b eing French 
plate glass.

To Avoid Small Pox. 
The state b oard of health has issued 
a circular to lumb ermen calling their 
attention to the necessity of knowing 
that the men they employ are fully 
protected from small pox b y vaccina­ 
tion, and urging that it b e required of 
every man who has not had a suc­ 
cessful vaccination in the past five 
years. 
The circular further says : 
Y'our foreman should keep a list of 
the men, in this respect, and should 
b e on their guard against any erup­ 
tive disease appearing among them, 
instruct them to Isolate any one 
having suspicious symptoms, with 
their clothing and b edding, till a 
medical opinion, or sufficient time 
shall develop their true character. 
I 
will advise any one of them, prompt­ 
ly, who will write me for the pnrjose, 
an 1 will b e ob liged for the earliest 
information of anything suspicious, 
that we may give assistance where 
needed. 


Schools and the Census. 
We liRve received a communication 
from the superintendent of the cen­ 
sus in regard to the educational 
feature and b y request pub lish the 
same : 
Pub lic schools are so related to sys­ 
tems of pub lic record that their sta­ 
tistics are ob tainab le through estab ­ 
lished met hods. 1 ncorporated private 
schools have a place in pub lic records. 
Parochial schools generally render 
stated reports to some controlling 
b ody. Unincorj)orated private schools 
form a considerab le e ementof useful­ 
ness hitherto unmeasured. 
It is de- 
sirab lo to gather reports of the num­ 
b er of teachers and pupils in such 
schools, without troub ling them for 
the financial statements that schools 
supported b v pub lic funds owe to the 
tax payers. ;Ihe enumerators of popu­ 
lation will report each person who has 
attended school wiihin the year, and 
whether at pub lic or at a private 
school; and, for all persons ten years 
of ago and over, those who can read 
and write. 
This will b e more than 
has b een done heretofore. 
Other 
educational statistics must b e reach­ 
ed b y different methods, in which 
every one interested may render some 
aid. Any lists of private schools, no 
matter how b rief, or names of single 
schools, no matter how humb le, open 
in any part of the present school year, 
with the address of the principal 
teacher of each, will b e of assistance 
to this office.

A Probable Wife Murderer. 
The preliminary examination of 
Peter Hanson on charge of having 
murdered his wife near Ross Lake in 
Crow Wing county, and about thir­ 
teen miles from Aitkin, on Wednes­ 
day before Judge Fleming, resulted 
in finding sufficient evidence to bind 
the man over to the grand jury. Han­ 
son is a Norwegian about 45 years of 
age and has a sloping foreh**ad and a 
vicious look. 
At times during the ex­ 
amination he became quite nervous 
and his bead shook from side to side 
as though his nerves wi*r© entirely 
unstrung, the perspiration standing 
out in beads all over his forehead. 
Ho sat with his hands clinched in his 
lap and his body bent forward on an 
angle of about 45 degrees during tho 
entire examination and evioccd con­ 
siderable emotion when the bullet wa- 
exhibited, which was taken from the 
hip joint of his wifee’ body and vdneb 
ended her earthly career. 
Ho cries a 
good share of the time at the county 
jail and stoutly asserts his innocence, 
but there seems to be no doubt in tho 
minds of the people that he in an ugly 
drunken mood fired the fatal shot. 
The facts brought out at the ex­ 
amination were that at about 7 o'clock 
on the 19th of November Hanson 
went to the house of Magnes Errick- 
son and said that his was shot and he 
wanted the family to come and help 
him, he being in an intoxicated state 
at the time. 
Errickson and his wife 
went there and found Mrs. Hausonin 
bed and shot through the lower part 
of the body the ball entering near the 
lower end of the spine. 
The woman 
would not tell how she received the 
injury, and to all questions said, 
“Don’t bother me.” 
When her hus­ 
band would come near the bed she 
would say, “Go away and go quickly.” 
She died about II o’clock the same 
nurht. 
The bullet taken from her body was 
a 44-calibre Winchester ball, and a 
gun of that kind was found in the 
house and the ball and bullet-moulds 
which were found there were iatro- 
duced as evidence. 
Hanson’s story is as follows : 
At half-past tw*elve o’clock on Tues­ 
day, Nov. 19th, I left home and my 
wife was well. I returned at half- 
past three the same day. 
When I 
came in the door my woman called 
me, and told we she thought I was 
shot, and lying dead in the woods, 
“for I am shot,” she said. 
Then I 
wont to the bed as quick as I could, 
and asked my wife what I could do to 
help her. 
She said she was cold, and 
asked me to put some wood in the 
stove. 
While I was putting the wood 
in the stove I asked her if sho thought 
she could live, she fcald me she thought 
she was going to live and get better 
pretty soon. 
She told me I must not 
bo so sorry, and I asked her again 
what I could do for her. She said 
sho wanted some water, and I gave 
her some water to drink. 
Then I 
asked her if she could stay alone, 
until I could go and get some help to 
get a doctor. 
She said she could. — 
Hanson then told how he went to his 
neighbors and asked them to help 
him: how it was only on his going the 
second time that they cons nted to 
accompany him. 
He continued—We 
all went into the room where my wife 
was. 
I went to tho bed and talked 
with her. 
I can’t remember what sho 
said. 
She took her hand and pushed 
me away from the bed. 
I asked her 
jr she was mad with me and she said 
f,he was not. 
She asked the woman. 
Mrs. Errickson, to see where she was 
hurt; she kept getting worse until 
late in 
the evening, and she said

The Ensign, published at Minne­ 
apolis, contains the following com­ 
munication from Garden City, which 
will be read by many fnends in this 
| city with interest: 
As Rev. J. A. Jenkins has just left 
| us to accept the pastorate of the church 
at Braiaerd, it seems proper that some 
account of his work in this vicinity 
should be given. 
He has been pastor 
of the churches at Good Thunder and 
Vernon Center for one year and eleven 
months. 
He has also preached re­ 
gularly at an out station near the lat­ 
ter place, and for the last five months 
once in two weeks at Oarden City. 
There have been revivals in both 
churches, and important additions. 
He has baptized during his putorate 
thirty-eight persons, the majority of 
them joining the church at Vernon 
Center. 
In addition to his other 
work he conducted a series of meet­ 
ings in Garden City last winter, 
preaching daily for three weeks.

A heller From Montana. 


E ditors D ispatch: 
It has been 
about fourteen months since 1 left 
Brainerd, and as thmis Thanksgiving 
1 will take the opportunity of letting 
you and my Brainerd friends hear 
from me. 
The new state of Montana 
is a great one, both as to mineral pro­ 
ducts, farming interests and the manu­ 
facturing of lumber. 
Much of the 
land is yet unsettled but is fast being 
taken. 
Butte City, with its 30,000 
population, is the largest in the state, 
and is also the greatest mining city 
in the world. The dense smoke rising 
from the smelters make it very dis­ 
agreeable and at times it is impossible 
to see who you are passing on the 
streets. 
This necessarily makes it 
unhealthy. 
It has seven railroads, 
and is adjacent to the great mines 
known as the Anaconda, St. Lawrence, 
Butte and Boston, Boston and Mon­ 
tana and Lexington, some of which 
are down 1400 feet under ground, the 
ore being hoisted by machinery, which 
rises 100 feet a second. 
The city is 
5,800 feet above the level of the sea. 
Among the handsome buildings is the 
court bouse, which cost $150,000, built 
of cut granite and finished in hard 
wood, the windows all being French 
plate glass. 
There are also many 
beautiful blocks in the business part 
of the city. 
Helena i* situated at the foot-hills 
of the Rockies and is surrounded by 
their lofty peaks on all sides except 
the north where lies the Prickly Pear 
valley, its railroads being the North­ 
ern Pacific, the .Montana Central and 
three branches. 
The Broadwater

The state board of health has issued 
a circular to lumbermen calling their 
attention to the necessity of knowing 
that the men they employ are fully 
protected from small pox by vaccina­ 
tion, and urging that it be required of 
every man who has not had a suc­ 
cessful vaccination in the past five 
years. 
The circular further says : 
Your foreman should keep a list of 
the men, in this respect, and should 
be on their guard against, any erup­ 
tive disease appearing among them, 
instruct them to Isolate any one 
having suspicious symptoms, with 
their clothing and bedding, till a 
medical opinion, or sufficient time 
shall develop their true character. 
I 
will advise any one of them, prompt­ 
ly, who will write me for the purpose, 
a n i will be obliged for the earliest 
information of anything suspicious, 
that we may give assistance where 
needed.

Schools and the Census. 
We have received a communication 
from the superintendent of the cen­ 
sus in regard to the educational 
feature and by request publish the 
same : 
Public schools are so related to sys­ 
tems of public record that their sta­ 
tistics are obtainable through estab­ 
lished met hods. 1 ncorporated private 
schools have a place in public records. 
Parochial schools generally render 
stated reports to some controlling 
body. Unincorporated private schools 
form a considerable e ementof useful­ 
ness hitherto unmeasured. 
It is de­ 
sirable to gather reports of the num­ 
ber of teachers and pupils in such 
schools, without troubling them for 
the financial statements that schools 
supported by public funds owe to the 
tax payers. The enumerators of popu­ 
lation will report each person whonas 
attended school wiihin the year, and 
whether at public or at a private 
school; and, for all persons ten years 
of ago and over, those who can read 
and write. 
This will be more than 
has been done heretofore. 
Other 
educational statistics must ba reach­ 
ed by different methods, in which 
every one interested may render some 
aid. Any lists of private schools, no 
matter how brief, or names of single 
schools, no matter how humble, open 
in any part of the present school year, 
with the address of the principal 
teacher of each, will be of assistance 
to this office.

To Avoid Small Pox. 
The state board of health has issued 
a circular to lumbermen calling their 
attention to the necessity of knowing 
that the men they employ are fully 
protected from small pox by vaccina­ 
tion, and urging that it be required of 
every man who has not had a suc­ 
cessful vaccination in the past five 
years. 
The circular further says : 
Your foreman should keep a list of 
the men, in this respect, and should 
be on their guard against any erup­ 
tive disease appealing among them, 
instruct 
them to Isolate any one 
having suspicious symptoms, with 
their clothing aud bedding, till a 
medical opinion, or sufficient time 
shall develop their true character.

The Minneapolis Tribune is 
Burned Out and Several 
Lives Lost 


The Financial Loss Will Ag­ 
gregate $377,000, Insur­ 
ance $195,000. 


A fire broke out on the fourth floor ofthe 
Tribune building in 
M inneapolis at IO 
o’clock Saturday night, causing the death of 
four at least, and possibly more, lives. 
At 
ll o’clock, one hour later, two bodies were 
identified as M ilton Pickett, assistant city 
editor of the P ioneer Press, and Dr. E d­ 
ward Olson, president of the Dakota uni­ 
versity, ami a prom inent Kcafrilinavian. 
Other lives were reported lost, some six iii 
all, but the reports were very conflicting, 
and can only te verified later. 
The fire began in the rooms of the state 
league of Bepublican clubs on the north­ 
west corner of the third floor, directly up 
against the only tire escape the eight-story 
building 
had.

The congressmen from the new state* would 
like to take home with them some public 
building?, eight in ull, for North Dakota, 
M ontana and W ashington. They feel that 
they need them , and are going to ask for 
them in plain words, tern e o fth e congress­ 
men have been to interview the treasury 
officials, and Congressmen H ansbrough and 
W ilson, at least, are preparing bill.* in which 
their requests will be sj>ecified. Mr. H ans­ 
brough wants a building for Fargo, one for 
Grand Fork* and one for Bismarck, to be 
u-ed for holding United States courts, the 
customs and postoffice*. Mr. (’arter will ask 
for buildings at Helena and Butte, and Mr. 
Wilson ha* at this early date interviewed 
the supervising architect of the treasury to 
find out w hat appropriation should be 
asked for buildings at Spokane Fall?, Seat­ 
tle, and Tacoma. He proposes to pu t in a 
request for a $200,000 building at each ol 
t!i«*se cities. Som etim e ugo the condition 
of tlie postoffice at Grand Forks, N. I)., 
was such that its present quarters must be 
enlarged, and the owners asked for an in­ 
crease of rent. 
In response to this request 
an allowance of $12,000 a year for rent ha* 
been promised by the treasury officials.

A Probable Wife M urderer, 
The preliminary examination of 
Peter Hanson on charge of having 
murdered his wife near Ross Lake in 
Crow Wing county, and about thir­ 
teen miles from Aitkin, on Wednes­ 
day before Judge Fleming, resulted 
in finding sufficient evidence to bind 
the man over to the grand jury. Han­ 
son is a Norwegian about 46 years of 
age and has a sloping forehead arid a 
vicious look. 
At times during the ex­ 
amination he became quite nervous 
and his head shook from side to side 
as though his nerves were entirely 
unstrung, the perspiration standing 
out in beads all over his forehead. 
Ho sat with his hands clinched in his 
lap and his body bent forward on an 
angle of about 46 degrees during the 
entire examination and evinced con­ 
siderable emotion when the bullet was 
exhibited, which was taken from tin* 
hip joint of his wifes’ body and tvhich 
ended her earthly career. 
He cries a 
good share of the time at the county 
jail and stoutly asserts his innocence, 
but there seems to be no doubt in the 
minds of the people that he in an ugly 
drunken mood fired the fatal shot. 
The facts brought out at the ex­ 
amination were that at about 7 o’clock 
on the 19th of November Hanson 
went to the house of Magnes Errick- 
son and said that his was shot and he 
wanted the family to come and help 
him, ho being in an intoxicated state 
at the time. 
Errickson and his wife 
went there and found Mrs. Hanson in 
bed and shot through the lower part 
of the body the ball entering near the 
lower end of the spine. 
The woman 
would not tell how she received the 
injury, and to all questions said, 
“Don’t bother me.” 
When her hus­ 
band would come near the bed she 
would say, “Go away and go quickly.” 
She died about II o’clock the same 
nitrht. 
The bullet taken from her body was 
a 44-calibre Winchester ball, and a 
gun of that kind was found in the 
house and the bali and bullet-moulds 
which were found there were intro­ 
duced as evidence. 
Hanson’s story is as follows : 
At half-past twelve o’clock on Tues­ 
day, Nov. 19th, I left home and my 
wife was well. 
I returned at half­ 
past three the same day. 
When I 
came in the door my woman called 
me, and told we she thought I was 
shot, and lying dead in the woods, 
“for I am shot,” she said. 
Then I 
went to the bed as quick as I could, 
and asked my wife what I could do to 
help her. 
She said she was cold, and 
asked me to put some wood in the 
stove. 
While I was putting the wood 
in the stove I asked her if she thought 
she could live, she told me she thought 
she was going to live and get better 
pretty soon. 
She told me I must not 
be so sorry, and I asked her again 
what I could do for her. She said 
she wanted some water, and I gavo 
her some water to drink. 
Then I 
asked her if she could stay alone, 
until I could go and get some help to 
get a doctor. 
She said she could.— 
Hanson then told how he went to his 
neighbors and asked them to help 
him : how it was only on his going the 
second time that they consented to 
accompany him. 
He continued—We 
all went into the room where my wife 
was. 
I went to tho bed and talked 
with her. 
I can’t remember what she 
said. 
She took her hand and pushed 
me away from the bed. 
I asked her 
if she was mad with me and she said 
she was not. 
She asked the woman, 
Mrs. Errickson, to see where she was 
hurt; she kept getting worse until 
late in 
the evening, and she said 
“goodbye” to me, and then she died.

A meeting of the citizens was held 
at the 
municipal court room on 
Wednesday evening to consider the 
m atter of endeavoring to get better 
train service between St, Paul and 
Brainerd. 
The situation of affairs 
was discussed and it was the opinion 
that if the Northern Pacific people 
were made aware of the inadequacy 
of the train service by resolution from 
a representative body of business men 
of the city, that they would remedy 
the matter.

ing resolutions were presented by 
Hon. W . A. Fleming and adopted : 
W iikreas, The Northern Pacific 
Railroad com pany has recently made 
certain changes in the passenger trains 
on its road betw een this city and St. 
Paul, causing great inconvenience to 
the travelling public, therefore, 
R eso l v ed, That, not forgetful of 
past favors conferred upon our city, 
the m anagem ent of said road be re 
spectfully asked to provide additional 
passenger service from and between 
said cities, for the better accommoda­ 
tion of the public, and to facilitate 
travel to and Horn St. Paul and Minne- 
»}H»lis; and th a t a copy of this resolu­ 
tion be transm itted by the secretary 
to W. 8. Mellen, Esq., General Mana­ 
ger, with such explanations as he may 
deem proper.

Brown 
made some statement in regard to 
closing saloons at 11 o’clock and Sun­ 
days, and Mr. Bubar immediately 
proceeded to read the riot act to him, 
he being of the impression that Mr. 
Brown opposed helping him cut in 
the matter, which was not the case. 
The matter finally resulted in passing 
a resolution asking the mayor to stop 
all gambling in the city, and the 
council adjourned.

A Good Word for Rev Jenkins. 
The Ensign, published at Minne­ 
apolis, contains the following com­ 
munication from Garden City, which 
will bo read by many friends in this 
city with interest: 
As Rev. J. A. Jenkins has just left 
us to accept the pastorate of the church 
at Brainerd, it seems proper that some 
account of his work in this vicinity 
should be given. 
He has been pastor 
of the churches at Good Thunder and 
Vernon Center for one year and eleven 
months. 
He has also preached re­ 
gularly at an out station near the lat­ 
ter place, and for the last five months 
once in two weeks at Oarden City. 
There have been revivals in both 
churches, and important additions. 
He has baptized during his pastorate 
thirty-eight persons, the majority of 
them joining the church at Vernon 
Center. 
In addition to his other 
work he conducted a series of meet­ 
ings in Garden City last winter, 
preaching daily for three weeks. 
These meetings, which resulted in 
over a score of conversions, were un­ 
fortunately interruped, but the village 
and country for miles around, were 
stirred as they had not been stirred 
religiously for many years. 
The work 
he began went on in other hands, and 
about one hundred members were 
added to the churches of the village. 
The Baptists did not share in the re­ 
sults of this work to the extent de­ 
sired, the principal additions being to 
the Methodist and Christian churches, 
but this can not be attributed in any­ 
way to Mr. Jenkins, as he was obliged 
to return to his regular pastoral duties. 
His friends here consent very unwill­ 
ingly to his departure.

A Probable Wife Murderer. 
The preliminary examination of 
Peter Hanson on charge of having 
murdered his wife near Ross Lake in 
Crow Wing county, and about thir­ 
teen miles from Aitkin, on Wednes­ 
day before Judge Fleming, resulted 
in finding sufficient evidence to bind 
the man over to the grand jury. Han­ 
son is a Norwegian about 45 years of 
age and has a sloping forehead and a 
vicious look. 
At times during the ex­ 
amination he became quite nervous 
and his head shook from side to side 
as though his nerves were entirely 
unstrung, the perspiration standing 
out in beads all over his forehead. - 
Ho sat with his hands clinched iii his 
lap and his body bent forward on an 
angle of about 45 degrees during the 
entire examination and evinced con­ 
siderable emotion w hen the bullet was 
exhibited, which was taken fn'uu tin* 
hip joint of his wifes’ body and ivhich 
ended her earthly career. He cries a 
good share of the time at the county 
jail and stoutly asserts his innocence, 
but there seems to be no doubt in the 
minds of the people that he in an ugly 
drunken mood fired the fatal shot. 
The facts brought out at the ex­ 
amination were that at about 7 o’clock 
on the 19th of November Hanson 
went to the house of Magnes Errick 
son and said that his was shot and in 
wanted the family to come and helj 
him, he being in an intoxicated state 
at the time. Errickson arid his wife 
went there and found Mrs. Hanson in 
bed and shot through the low*er part 
of the body the ball entering near the 
lower end of the spine. 
The woman 
would not tell how she received the 
injury, and to all questions said, 
“Don’t bother me.” 
When her hus­ 
band would come near the bed she 
would say, “Go away and go quickly.” 
She died about l l o’clock the 6ame 
night. 
The bullet taken from her body was 
a 44-calibre Winchester ball, and a 
gun of that kind was found in the 
house and the ball and bullet-moulds 
which were found there were intro­ 
duced as e vide .nee. 
Hanson’s story is as follows : 
At half-past twelve o’clock on Tues­ 
day, Nov. 19th, I left home and my 
wife was well. I returned at half- 
past three the same day. 
When I 
came in the door my woman called 
me, and told we she thought I was 
shot, and lying dead in the woods, 
for I am shot,” she said. Then I 
went to the bed as quick as I could, 
and asked my wife what I could do to 
help her. She said she was cold. and 
asked me to put some wood in the 
stove. While I was patting the wood 
in the stove I asked her if she thought 
she could live, she told me she thought 
she was going to live and get better 
pretty soon. She told me I must not 
be so sorry, and I asked her again 
what I could do for her. She said 
she wanted some water, and I gave 
her some water to drink. 
Then I 
asked her if she could stay alone, 
until I could go and get some help to 
get a doctor. She said she could.— 
Hanson then told how he went to his 
neighbors and asked them to help 
him: how it was only on his going the 
second time that they consented to 
accompany him. He continued—We 
all went into the room where my wife 
was. I went to tho bed and talked 
with her. I can’t remember what she 
said. She took her hand Rnd pushed 
me away from the bed. I asked her 
if she was mad with me and she said 
she was not. She asked the woman, 
Mrs. Errickson, to see where she was 
hurt; shfl kept getting worse until j Treasurer> 
late in the evening, and she said 
“good-b\T©” to me, and then she died.
